What has happened that Uncle Sam has crooked finger 
many the key men, war plants have taken others, and 
replacements are not available. Bindery employers have quit 
spending money “help wanted” ads, it’s much wasted 
cash. They don’t get any replies. The fond hope held some 
quarters that discharged service men might help fill the gaps, 
has evaporated. These lads are immediately placed occu- 
pations officially termed more essential than binding. 

The one bright spot lies employment youngsters for 
after-school hours. Some these boys who have been the 
plants year more, are now turning out plenty work, 
but come the time their 17th 18th birthday, they’re gone 
with the wind, and younger recruits have brought up.

Over- 
runs are warned against, and the binder can make point 
check even more carefully than usual with the printer and 
advertiser order avoid this danger. 


Elimination French folds and extra small printing 
forms, and the use self-covers and self-mailers wherever 
possible, are recommended. Here, too, the binder, when sub- 
mitting his imposition, can consult closely with printer and 
advertiser see that all possible economies are utilized 
number pages and printing forms. regards shipping 
containers, the binder can cooperate observing the follow- 
ing suggestions: Use spot labels, rather than wrap-arounds; 
reduction weight corrugated paper wherever possible; 
re-designing containers that the flaps open the smallest 
dimension the package; systematic planning for salvage 
containers for re-use; elimination double wrappings and 
inner wrappings.

1920 the Mexican government intensified its efforts 
solve the problem illiteracy, and paved the way 
for the development national publishing enterprises 
which would longer need rely upon Spain and 
France. 

first contact with the industry was 1924 when 
started proofreader and translator the Printing 
Office the Ministry Public Education. that time 
the Minister decided print several large editions 
textbooks and cultural books. editions ran from 
5,000 12,000 copies. Now, editions run over half 
million copies per title for national and local distribution. 
Textbooks are being produced for primary and ele- 
mentary grades the Government Printing Office and 
good number independent Mexican publishers 
well other State governments. Privately owned 
plants, well those owned Federal and State 
governments, are investing money new and modern 
equipment, and are working full capacity.

This development brings with 
the need for advertising and packaging materials.

American machinery manufacturers should consider 
carefully the possibilities future sales and plan 
their policies accordingly.

Added these factors, the 
printed material required for industrial expansion and 
sales. The latter also will stimulate magazine publish- 
ing medium for advertising. One magazine, Para 
published Argentina, carrying great deal 
American advertising and widely circulated throughout 
Latin America, has circulation over quarter 
million copies weekly—an indication the future possi- 
bilities periodical publishing. 
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American advertiser present does not find 
profitable use Mexican magazines because the small 
circulation does not bring results. However, circulation 
can increased considerably when receives the bene- 
fit advertising support. This has been true the 
and will Mexico. When magazine produc- 
tion Mexico can depend upon advertising in- 
centive for sound business, the publications will 
able increase their circulation and reach the compara- 
tive level American magazines. 

The need for textbooks high schools and for tech- 
nical use undoubtedly will increase book production 
Mexico. the past, our high schools and universities 
were supplied with books French and Spanish from 
France, Spain, and small extent with books Eng- 
lish from the United States. There doubt that 
the future the translation and manufacture Mexico 
high school texts and scientific books from American 
publishing houses will affect production—making possi- 
ble and economically practical, automatic bookbinding, 
which has not, hitherto, been profitable. 

Our equipment meagre, but conditions now look 
encouraging for the use bookbinding machinery. One 
the most important factors influencing the need for 
bindery machinery the government distribution 
books among the children primary schools, and 
high schools. 

Large editions 500,000 600,000 copies already 
have been published. order furnish the books 
children need the schools, least one one and 
half million books each title should printed. This 
will bring the production machine-manufactured 
cloth and paper-bound books figure very close 
million books year. 


existing manufacturing conditions 


About 30% the graphic arts machinery are now 
using Mexico, came from Germany, 50% from the 
S., and 10% from England, the latter supplying 
most the offset equipment. 

According statistics published the Anuario 
Bibliografico Mezicano 1940, there were Mexico, 
251 enterprises that published and sold books. 835 
titles were published, and there were 1297 newspapers 
and magazines. About 95% the book and pamphlet 
production was done letterpress Miehle, Chandler 
Price, and Oswego presses various sizes, but none 
larger than 48. Our average size press takes 
sheet 38. use Model and Linotypes and 
few Monotypes.

1943 showed considerable increase book and 
magazine production. The increase amounted about 
50% for book and 20% for magazines. Nearly 10% 
the books were translations from American Eng- 
lish authors. were able carry this production 
without any appreciable increase our equipment. 
Lack suitable machinery handicap which are 
facing today but which will overcome with new 
equipment help cut production costs and speed 
output. Granted, our labor now cheaper than the 
United States, but this situation which not 
want continued. From the economic standpoint, cheap 
labor does not constitute either good producing power, 
good consuming power. the past thought 
production terms thousands. the present and 
for the future, think terms hundreds 
thousands. realize that attain increased produc- 
tion, must have more skilled workers and pay them 
higher wages. present our only solution the 
problem increase the hours work and pay over- 
time. But this not permanent solution and workers 
cannot continue indefinitely with overtime hours, and 
maintain their efficiency. The replacement old equip- 
ment will also enable change production methods 
and make new installations improve plant efficiency. 
The installation new Linotype, larger press, 
casemaking machine, large offset, gravure plant, 
will not delay present production since now produce 
without these items. Our output will mount when our 


regular production begins pass through such new 
departments. 


prospects for industrial growth 


The growth the graphic arts will have well de- 
fined effect upon the future Mexico spurring trade 
books for national consumption.

REGARDING MACHINERY, the very first problem which 
American manufacturers will have face will the 
export price, and how meet it. believe this the 
greatest problem which manufacturers graphic arts 
machinery have cope with. believe that this problem 
can solved keep mind the idea good 
partnership policy. What the German manufacturers 
did, have said before, selling equipment pro- 
duced with inferior materials, and underpaid workers, 
with government subsidies, cannot accepted. Re- 
duction tariffs, elimination quotas other trade 
areas and the prohibition cartel agreements will un- 
doubtedly help. Reduction transportation costs, and 
export shipping rates, storaging, customs charges, financ- 
ing, etc., will also help. All these various factors will 
have solved through plan and through co- 
ordination. 

However, personal belief that the establish- 
ment manufacturing plant graphic arts equip- 
ment Mexico will great value and may the 
answer which will enable manufacturers meet the 
export price. Such plant could begin producing 
some the machine parts that would manufactured 
Mexico and would also assemble the machinery, with- 
out incurring very extensive investments.

ENGRAVING 
and Printing manufactures United States paper cur- 
rency, bonds, notes, and certificates; war savings, inter- 
nal revenue, customs, and postage stamps; checks, war- 
rants, commissions, transportation requests, and other 
miscellaneous printings for the Government the 
United States and the insular possessions. Practically 
all these classes printings require one more bind- 
ery operations. 

convenience handling and because other 
intermediate operations, the bindery work not entirely 
confined one particular section the Bureau. Certain 
routine work such cutting, trimming, perforating, 
etc., also accomplished various departments, apart 
from the bindery proper. 

The scope the work performed the binding de- 
partment compares favorably with the variety jobs 
handled commercial plants. The layout such that 
the work flows from one operation another with the 
least amount handling. Approximately 1000 persons, 
the majority whom are female operatives, are em- 
ployed this department. 


binding war bonds 


THE PRINCIPAL jobs requiring several bindery 
operations the preparation United States war sav- 
ings bonds. Sheets bonds printed 16-up are cut 
half for the final printing, after which they are fed 
singly through combination trimming and perforating 
machine that trims the right and left sides the sheet 
and perforates the binding edge. Subsequently, the 
top and bottom edges are trimmed guillotine cutters 
and, after being serially numbered, the sheets are cut 
into single bonds bracket cutters. The serially num- 
bered bonds are individually assembled with original 
and duplicate registration cards bearing corresponding 
numbers. This operation accomplished specially 
designated gathering machines. the ejector end’ 
the machine the bond and the two record cards are wire- 
stitched. inspection then made verify the se- 
quence numbers, following which the assembled bonds 
are arranged packages 250 for final delivery. 

Other classes Government bonds, notes, and certifi- 
cates not require mating. The printed sheets are run 
singly through air trimmers which remove the margins 
from one side and one end, thus squaring the corner 
according the position the printed matter. After- 
ward, the other side and end are trimmed guillotine 
cutters. Corner cutters are used for clipping excess 
coupons from bonds and other securities, when 
necessary. 

Internal revenue stamps, such those pasted pack- 
ages cigarettes and other tobacco products, are pro- 
duced tremendous volume.

Such publisher must also report the WPB, 
within days, information relating his consumption 
paper under this provision excess his normal 
consumption quota.

due paper difficulties during the past few months than 
would normally have five years. impossible 
turn out the quality have prided ourselves doing 
the past, regardless how hard try. 

all know, the paper use must about 20% 
thinner than normal for book printing. the change 
would only stop there with lighter weight stock, 
would not cause very much difficulty. However, let 
list the troubles that often befall the book and com- 
mercial printer when starts print 

the job happens four color job, the color 
the paper usually entirely different from the paper 
used the previous year. will often found necessary 
strengthen the red, yellow and blue, and reduce the 
strength the black order get somewhere near the 
clean, snappy printing the previous run. 

Due the lighter weight paper, register the colors 
becomes greater problem than ever before. The thin- 
ner the paper, the less stability back have. This 
lack stability when printing sixty-four pages one 
sheet one form four colors real problem. Added 
this will the variation the finish the paper 
which greater than ever before, plus imperfect sheets 
due inadequate inspection the paper the mill. 
These imperfect sheets consist half sheets, those that 
are dog-eared, etc. They cause many battered plates 
and much loss production time. 

The problem printing halftone work the coated 
papers today something write home about. Most 
them not only vary considerably finish, but the 
ink must fit the paper perfectly tack. not, the 
solids will pick. the ink too soft the halftones fill 
up. The reason for this trouble due the starch-like 
powder which leaves the paper the form printed. 
Ordinarily, when picking occurs while printing halftone 
work coated paper, simple matter cure this 
trouble softening the ink. Such not the case today. 

Softening the ink the usual way may stop the pick- 
ing but due the powder that comes from the paper 
the halftones usually start fill up. The answer this 
problem usually soft halftone black with enough tack 
viscosity enable the rollers pick and hold 
this powder instead depositing the plates with 
the ink. The form rollers and the ink plate should 
well washed every four hours. 
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Use better grade inks, and press maintenance 


are the solution lightweight paper problems 


Quite often particular work will found 
necessary try out several inks obtain best results. 
Today more than ever before the practice having 
good soft halftone black always stock 
When picking occurs, add enough this soft halftone 
black until picking stops. This practice always was 
much better than adding compounds liquid reducers. 

exceptionally thin paper, such bible stock, 
use what call opacity book black. This black 
not dense and when made, has considerable paraffine 
wax added its formula and ground with the ink. The 
effect dry paraffine wax when used black inks, 
make the ink shorter, which turn causes less pene- 
tration. The proportion wax used per pound small; 
about one pound wax pounds ink. This wax 
must shaved off thin from the cake wax 
and ground dry with the dry black pigment before 
the varnishes, are added. This not enough wax 
cause the ink become greasy. Its main purpose 
shorten the ink. also has the property absorbing 
the free oils the ink and one the best methods 
preventing penetration very thin stock. 


press maintenance and makeready 


THE PRESSES AND BRUSHES should blown out often 
order keep the cuts clean. have compressed air 
line piped that can easily blow out any one our 
presses very few minutes. particular halftone 
work fine necessary blow out the brushes every 
day. 

When making ready, use hard packing, and not 
sacrifice makeready just because may only type. 
The makeready should careful with light impression. 
heavy impression will increase the show through. The 
ink should short heavy body, using paste driers, 
not liquid, and sure the color not too dense. 

Perhaps have been fortunate regards inks, 
for have had little trouble from this source. 
fact, believe the inks whole are better than be- 
fore the war. Practically all our present troubles 
can blamed the present shortage situation. Natur- 
ally there use complaining when you are lucky 
get paper any kind. bitter pill swallow 
when one loves turn out good printing, but consci- 
entious work and study each particular thin-paper 
problem helps one overcome this.

man Junior High School, New York City, has two main 
purposes: teaching binding and training for citizen- 
ship. Not all our pupils will binders, but most will 
good citizens and hope bookbinding the vehicle 
through which may accomplish this. might well 
first say word two about the school itself which 
has earned national fame. here that our principal, 
Angelo Patri, the noted educator, author, and lecturer, 
has advanced many his theories which have virtually 
revolutionized concepts education. Patri’s belief 
that the latent hidden abilities pupils must 
explored special activities. Bookbinding one 
these activities. Others include printing, machine shop, 
woodworking, clay modeling, rug weaving, mechanical 
drawing, farming and practice, art classes, 
and many others. 

These are not clubs but regular classes which the 
pupils attend daily for one two periods. The student 
routed through exploratory phases these activities 
and given school hours each one period daily 
for weeks.

This daily 
training fixes facts the best way any subject can 
taught: daily experience.

ening the clasps (leather thongs and 
bone pegs) the edges the book 
covers.”

backs caused wire stitching. Glued books should 
thoroughly dried before being trimmed. Accuracy 
trimming very important from the standpoint 
ability reduce the dmount trim required, thereby 
permitting the running smaller sheets through presses 
and folding machines, and creating the smallest 
amount Also, inaccurately trimmed books may 
cause increased mailing costs because postage would 
have figured the largest books. 

trimming books, the same portions the 
are used each operation and more cuts per minute are 
made than other types paper cutting; therefore, 
natural that the knives will become dull sooner. 
dull knife will produce inaccurate work should 
sharpened oftener than the general practice paper 
cutting work. 

knives book trimming machines are compara- 
tively short, possible obtain special heat-treated 
knives which stand and remain sharp much longer 
than standard knives. This necessitates less changing 
knives and thereby increases production, the book 
trimmer use for greater amount time per day. 

Many plants doing bookbinding throughout the coun- 
try are trimming books antiquated equipment, not 
realizing the enormous savings that can made man- 
power and labor costs, reduced original sheet sizes, waste 
paper and postage, say nothing the attractiveness 
accurately trimmed books. you have not investi- 
gated the advantages which can obtained through 
installation new equipment, will pay you 
and place your orders for such equipment when avail- 
able there will undoubtedly rush for machines 
when they are again the market. 


DURING WORK Listening while 
learned psychologist talked the other day, picked 
morsel wisdom worth passing along. Ever have trouble 
the bindery along the folding machine lines with the em- 
ployee who enjoys being practical joker, sometimes the 
expense his work and those around him? 

According the psychologist this employee’s “horseplay” 
results from desire call attention himself, make 
himself seem important. One way handle him direct 
this desire into constructive channels. Put him shop 
committee, have him sell war stamps, get him working 
the accident record. The new importance will satisfy his 
wish for prominence and direct his activities away from 
practical joking.

clothbound books are now being weighed and discussed 
New York City. James Marshall, member the 
N.Y.C. Board Superintendents, proposed the pur- 
chase number inexpensive paperbound books 
alternative the purchase clothbound books. In- 
stead the present procedure purchasing clothbound 
books which are the possession the schools and which 
are used successive groups pupils until they wear 
out, Marshall proposed that paperbound books pur- 
chased low cost and that, after they have been once 
used class, the pupil allowed choose for himself 
one title term which would remain his property. 

The Board Superintendents considered the pro- 
posal and approved the recommendation principle. 
was subsequently adopted the Board Education. 
John Wade, Superintendent Schools, designated 
committee persons within the educational system 
study the plan closely and propose program for 
adoption which would outline the method for distribut- 
ing the books, selection titles, the administration 
the experiment and other pertinent factors. well 
bear mind that the paper shortage makes such pro- 
gram virtually impossible for the duration the war. 
The final decisions reached would probably first take 
effect under purely experimental basis limited 
quantities. 

“Among many the members the Board Super- 
intendents,” said John Wade discussing the pur- 
poses the plan, belief that children ought 
encouraged have books which they enjoy and 
which they will read and reread.” addition, went 
on, this possession may well lead other by-products 
connected with other phases school work, such the 
making book shelves, bookbinding, designing their 
own book plates, etc.

After the completed signatures have been tied 
bundles between board each end, they are sent 
the gathering department. Here they must first 
pasted and reinforced before they can assembled and 
put together the “gathering” process. 

Illustrations, inserts, maps, end leaves, which 
are not bound within the book separate and distinct 
signatures must pasted individually. Automatically- 
fed machines paste the end leaf papers the first and 
last signatures. books where special durability 
desired, these signatures can reinforced backing 
strip muslin joint. 

Single illustrations and leaves also can machine- 
pasted onto the outsides signatures. Those that 
inside section, however, must pasted hand. 
Each insert leaf handled separately. The sheets are 
fanned out the table and thin line paste brushed 
the edges. the inserts are appear within the 
signature, the pages must cut open hand, using 
bone folder. While tedious and purely mechanical, many 
bindery girls have become very adept this work. 
yet satisfactory machine has been devised make 
this hand work unnecessary.

GATHERING THE OPERATION bringing together 
proper sequence the various signatures that make 
book. Small editions are gathered hand, the operator 
walking along table taking one section from the suc- 
cession piles, book being completed the end 
the table.

The great quantities needed edition manufacture, 
however, cannot rely upon the slowness and dangers 
errors inherent most hand gathering methods. 
meet the demand for speed, special gathering and col- 
lating machines have been developed. Piles folded 
signatures are assembled wooden bins which parallel 
the machine. The bindery operators, usually girls, take 
the signatures from the bins and place them vertical 
baskets the sides which hold the signatures place. 
The bottommost signature separated from those above 
suction system which bends the signature slightly 
without affecting those that are held place above.

out, grasps the signature and pulls out from the 
bottom the pile and deposits upon conveying 
trough.

The grippers which seize the signatures from the 
bottom the piles are constructed micrometers 
“bite” only the signature thickness size for which 
they are set.

The number “boxes” the machine determines the 
number signatures that can handled. The smaller 
size gatherers, which handle 10, signatures can 
increased adding extra boxes sections four 
five. Gatherers large edition plants usually con- 
tain from boxes, though course not all are 
used every job. special device makes possible 
eliminate from use those boxes not necessary. 

Running speeds range from signatures 
minute. Each designed for specific size sheet.
